Bryan On Fence 
During Campaign 
For Presidency 


Nebraskan More Interest- 
ed in 
hibition Than in Elec- 
tion of Any Candidate. 


. Washington, September 6.—wWil- 
liam J. Bryan, arriving in Washing- 
ton today for hjs first visit since the 
nationa] conventions, indicated he 
was going to be far more interested 
during the presidential campaign in 
strengthening the cause of prohi- 
bition ig fighting for thé election ‘of 
any candidate. 

Mr. Bryan rfused to talk of the con- 
test for the presidency, adding, how- 
ever, he saw no inconsistency in his 
attitude.. 

“TI have seen a prominent demo- 
erat refuse to support the demo- 
cratic candidate for the presidency 
tion overthe vetoof any president, 
and actually become president him- 
self,” sald Mr. Bryan. “I also have 
seen a republican ex-president help 
elect a democratic president and re- 
main not only a member of the re- 
publican party, but a very promi- 
nent“member, so you see, I am en- 
tirely within my rights when I de- 
cline to discuss~ the presidenti: 
campaign.” 

Through hisspaper, The Common- 
er, Mr. Bryan is now obtaining 
pledges from candidates for con- 
gres that they wil) support legisla- 
toin. in line with the prohibition 
amendment and the Volstead act. He 
wants a congress that is tw~-‘‘irds 
“dry.”_in order to guarantee legisla- 
tion over the veto of any preslident, 
and, if necessary, to obtain the 
impeachment of a i laane refus- 
ing to do his part in the enforce- 
ment of the act. 

“I am counting on the women aid- 
ing materially on two very impor- 
tant questions,” he said, “prohibi- 
tion in the United States and peace 
throughout the world.” 

“Wherever war becomes a ques- 
tion directly or indirectly,” he added, 
“the women can be counted on to 
support the peace side. For exam- 
‘ple, they will oppose compulsory 
military training and, I feel sure, 
they favor areferendum on war ex-

secure what I expected to: be the 
twentieth amendment, that is an 
amendment making it possible for a 
majority to ratify a treaty. The 
constitution now. requires two- 
thirds, whereas it requires only a 
majority to ee war.”

FARMER MENAGED 
BY LOFTY PRICES 


Federal Trade ‘Commis- 
sion Makes Claim in 
Urging New “Anti-Trust 
Suit Against Harvester

73 PER CENT ADVANCE 
IN IMPLEMENT PRICES 


High Costs; It Is Claim- 
ed, May Prevent Farmer 
Making Fair Profit. 
Proceedings ‘Are Urged 
Against Implement 
Makers and Dealers. 


Washington, September 6.—De- 
claring prices of farm implements 
to have been increased without 
warrant through “concerted .action” 
of manufacturers and dealers, the 
federal trade commission in a re- 
port made public tonight recom- 
mends reopening of antétrust pro- 
ceedings against the International 
Harvester company and institution 
of judicial proceedings against im- 
plement manufacturers and dealers, 

The commission declares its in- 
vestigation, which was ordered by 
the senate, disclosed that in the 
period between 1914 and 1918 prices 
paid by farmers fcr implements ad- 
vanced 73 per cent, with the great- 
er portion of the increase coming 
in 19t7 and 1918. This increase, the 
commission asserts, was larger 
than warranted by the advances in 
the costs and expenses of the man- 
ufacturers and dealers, and result- 
ed in unusually large profits. 

Notwithstanding the increase, 
farmers of the country, according 
to, the commission’s report, “were 
not prevented from making as much 
profit as before, because the prices 
of farm products increased to an 
even greater extent.” The report 
adds, however, that. if. present im- 
plement prices are maintalned while 
prices. of farm products decrease, 
high implement costs. “may well 
become a factor in preventing the 
farmer from maki a fair profit.

POLISH ULTIMATUM

Warsaw, September 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Protest to the 
league of nations against attacks 
by Lithuanian troops upon the 
Poles north of Suwalki has been 
made by the Polish government. It 
is pointed out that a state of war 
does not exist between the twe 
countries. 

Russian bolsheviki are support- 
ing the Lithuanians in advancing 
into the disputed region in north- 
eastern Poland, says an official! 
communication issued here coday. 

“Bearing down from the north, 
the statement says, “Lithuanian 
troops, supported by  bolsheviki, 
continue to attack Polish detach- 
ments, and are moving in the direc- 
tion of Suwalki and Augustowo.” 

In political circles the action of 
the Lithuanians is taken to indicate 
probably serious complications in 
peace negotiations, as it is virtually 
impossible for Poland to reach an 
agreement with the Russian soviet 
government regarding the- north- 
eastern boundaries of this country 
without having an understanding 


MacSwiney Fading Away; 
Wife Says the Only Hope. 
Is in Action by America 

London, September 6.—At 9 
o'clock tonight Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney was still living, but his 
weakness was Increasing and the 
prison doctor suggested to his 
relatives that he be not allowed 
to converse because of the waste 
to his strength. His wife and 
sisters spent several hours inthe 
prison today. On leaving this 
evening, his wife said: 

“You can hardly imagine that 
he could be so bad and still sur- 
vive. Our only hope now is in 
America and for American finan- 
ciers to withdraw their money 
from English securities. Appar- 
ently labor In England can do 
nothing for us.” 

On leaving the prison tonight 
Father Dominic, the lord may- 
or’s chaplain, reported: 

“The Lord Mayor MacSwiney 
is fading away. The alteration 
in his count2nance since my visit 
this afternoon was very notice-, 
able.”

J. H. Thomas, leader of miners, 
outspokenly told the delegates that 
their own council of action chal- 
lenges the present form of British 
parliamentary government. 

Thomas also demanded full do- 
minion home rule for Ireland. 

MacSwiney’s wife addressed an 
appeal to sympathizers with the 
Irish cause, the world over, to take 
part in an economic boycott against 
Great Britain. 

The same sort of appeal, but 
much stronger, was flashed to Aus- 
tralia, Canada and South Africa by 
Art O'Brief, president of the self- 
determination league. 

“Down Tools,” Delegates Shout. 

Opening the Portsmouth confer~- 
ence, Thomas told the delegateg 
that théir own coundil of action 
was the first united and detefmined 
organization ever to challenge the 
existing forms of British parlia- 
mentary government. Jt was a dan- 
gerous undertaking to form the 
council, Thomas admitted, looking 
back at the job, because it certain. 
ly struck at the traditional] consti- 
tution of the nation. But he told 
his enthusiastic followers that the 
results had amply justified the 
the risks, 

When the Irish resolution came 
up the congress was suddenly elec: 
trified with enthusiasm. 

‘*“Down tools,” the 
shouted—the traditional strike 
call of the British workman, and 
the cheers of the men rang deafen- 
ingly threugh the hall. Then the 
resolution was- read: 

“This conference views with niet 
ror and indignation the govern- 
ment’s decision to allow MacSwiney 


to die. We wish to remind the gov- 
ernment that rebellion was preach- 


ed first in Ireland by those who 
are now condemning to death all 
others who are fighting for the 
freedom of their country. We, in 
the name of the whole organized 
labor movement, hold the govern- 
ment responsible for MacSwiney's 
death, should he die, and ramind 
the government that such blind 
stupidity will render impossible any 
conciliation in Ireland.” 

It was passed amid every sign of 
enthusiasm. 

Thomas, the defiant leader, warned 
the government that the empire 
would be shaken by the struggle 
unless home rule were granted, 
shouting, “You can’t dragoon a 
whole nation by the sword.” 

The congress had been expected 
to take up the case of Ireland, but

shot to death; P. P. Traywick, union 
miner, was wounded in the arm, and 
several others suffered slight imju- 
ries_in a clash growing out of the 
coal strike at Gintown, Jefferson 
county, last night. 
| The disturbance occurted at the 
mines of the Sloss-Sheffield Steel 
and Iron company. J.~R. ‘Allison, 
uynion miner, is in jail charged with 
the murder of Lynn, and Henry M. 
Brewer, non-union worker, is held 
on a charge of assault with intent 
to murder. Argument over recog- 
nition of the union produced the 
shooting. 

Brewer was arrested last night and 
Allison was brought to the coroner's 
jury Monday morning by Deputy 
Sheriff Arnett and a charge of mur- 
der docket against him. 

Brewer's arrest was made by Dep- 
uty Sheriff J. E. Jones shortly after 
the shooting. 

According to statements of offi- 
cers and witnesses to Solicitor Tate 
today, Brewer, who is an employee 
of the Gintown mines, accompanied 
by Lynn, went to Gintown, a short 
time before the tragedy occurred, 
and began cursing and abusing a 
group of union miners gathered in 
the town, discussing the impending 
strike. The union miners resented 
the language used, acording to the 
statements to the solicitor, and in a 
mixup that followed,.Brewer is said 
to have whipped out a pistol] ana 
fired, shooting Traywick, one of the 
union miners. Meantime, . Allison 
had begun firing, killing. Lynn, the 
non-union man, who had. accom- 
panied Brewer. Following the shoot- 
ing, Brewer fled, but was arrested 
within an hour by Deputy JOneSs and 
brought to the coroner’s jury.

riod not exceeding twenty minutes 
on the downtown streets. On the

Governor Dorsey 
On the League. 


; 
I have been asked to define Gov- 


ernor Dorseéy’s exact position on the 
league of nations, on immigration 
and on state’s rights. Again let me 
use his own language from his plat- 
form. 

AS to the league, he says: 


“Unfortunately, some 
democratic senators joined 
forces with their republican 
colleagues and, by voting for 
such destructive and nuHifying 
reservations as those _ insisted 
upon by Senator Lodge, of force 
bill fame, deliberately brought 
about the defeat of the entire 
trenty and placed our nation in 
the awkward and anomalous po- 
sition of being practieally at 
penee and technically at war, 
with the resulting confusion 
that necessarily follows such a 
condition, There can be no nor- 
mality in our national life until 
peace has been formally and le- 
gally declared. Many sugges- 
tions have been offered to bring 
about this condition, but the 
principles underlying a league 
of nations—concerted agreement 
for permanent peace — most 
nearly approach a correct . 80- 
lution of the problem. 

“Some interpretations of the 
proposed treaty are worthy of 
adoption, as, for example, an 
express declaration that under 
the constitution, as, for exam- 
ple, war shall not be declared or 
soldiers sent abroad without a 
concurrent resolution of both 
housés of the congress; a clear- 
er definition in the treaty of 
what are considered by our peo- 
ple as domestic questions, the 
control over which this ‘nation 
does not yield: and others of a 
like nature. But to the Lodge 
reservation, I am auanalterably 
opposed, 

“The Lodge resolution ‘cuts 
the heart out of the treaty.’” 


Certainly there could be no clear- 
er statement of one’s position. He 
believes that in good faith we 
should serve notice upon the world 
that under all circumstances and 
at all times the constitution of the 
United States is and must always re- 
main supreme; but he is opposed to 
the reservations that cut the heart 
out of the covenant and nullifed it 
—-the Lodge reservations, which 
not only supported by Senator Smith 
but by their authorship claimed by 
him in his speeches in Georgia Yn 
the April campaign.

St. Paul, Minn., September 6— 
Governor Cox worked a full holiday 
on what he termed his “pilgrimage 
to the Pacific Coast.” The demo- 
cratic candidate made several 
speeches, viewed exhibits at the Min- 
nesota State fair, where he drove a 
race horse around the track, attend- 
ed several receptions and tonight 
went to Minneapolis to close his 
Minnesota visit with another ad- 
dress. 

“Two extensive and several minor 
speeches were made by Governor 
Cox. He addressed at the fajr 
grounds what was said to be a rec- 
ord crowd for Minnesota and spoke 


to a large gathering later at tne 


auditorium. 

Agricultural and labor quesfions 
were the governor’s labor day sub- 
jects at the fair grounds, and the 
league of nations that of his public 
meetings here tonight. 

Self-Détermination for Ireland. 

A statement that he favored appli- 
eation of the principle of self-de- 
termination to Ireland was made at 
the latter meeting by the candidate 
in response to a question from a 
man in his audience. 

“Tf elected president,” he was ask- 
ed, “will you recognize the Irish re- 


public?” 

“Tl am in favor of the application 
of the principle of self-determina- 
tion in Japan, in China, in Turkey 
and in Ireland,” was the governor's 
reply after several passages with 
his inquisitor and a _ preliminary 
statement. The reply drew loud ap- 
plause and ended interruptions. The 
governor preceded his reply with a 
statement that the armistice was 
based on President Wilson’s “14 
points,” including that of self-de- 
termination and that article 19 
would prétect weak nations from 
externdl aggression—‘“bullying at- 
tacks of stronger nations," he said. 
He added that nations should be 
builded from racial groups rather 
than mountains and rivers.” 

The league was advocated by the 
governor to his auditorium audience, 
as a pre-requisite to wortd read- 
justment. 

“It is the salvation of France, 
Austria,. England and Germany,” he 
declared, repeating his pleas for dis- 
armament and denouncing separate 
peace with Germany which Senator 
Harding,. his republican opponent, 
the governor declared, advocates “in 
plain words.” 

Big Business Attacked, 

Governor Cox declared that “big 

business was trying to elect tne cah- 
didate of the senatorial oligarchy,” 
and commented on local newspaper 
eriticisms of his attack on republic- 
an campaign contributions. Stating 
that the paper had excepted to his 
“ryetting a little rough,’ the gover- 
nor addéd. : 
“Who is it that’s squealing? The 
same crowd that’s foughta sick man 
on a sick bed in the white hoyse 
for a year. This is not going to be 
a pink tek fight nor a pillow con- 
test: I intend to deal in plain words 
and not in the meaningless and am- 
bicuous words that have character- 
ized the senatorial oligarchy up to 
the present.” 

The governor reiterated he was 
not making the partisan campaign. 
He accepted the “senatorial oli- 
garchy” of hayine “stolen” the re- 
publican organization and appealed 
to the rank and file of the republic- 
ans, together with independents, to 
vote their “intelligence.” 

The governor was welcomed with 
frequent applause during his ad- 
dress and other activities here, as 
he trod through the state fair build- 
ings and also when he swept around 
the track in sulky guiding Peter 
Nash, a thoroughbred, 2:011-2 Chest- 
nut pacer, in a workout. The gover- 
nor swept down the home stretch 
at top speed while cheers rang from 
the grandstand. 

Picture Presented Cox. 

During his visit to the state fair, 
Governor Cox was_ presented the 
picture “October Day in Minnesota,” 
by Knute Heldner, of Minneapo- 
lis, whch won the gold medal. Ac- 
cepting the picture, Governor Cox 
said: 

“Tiaccept the picture with the con- 
dition precendent that fit will be es- 
tablished in the east room of the 
white house.” ; 

In a short address to Minnesota 
farm boys, ,t governor. talked 
about hogs and his early days on 
the farm. He told the boys “never be 
a snob Reach out your hand to all.” 

The twin cities were the farther- 
est western points ever visited by 
the goVernor, who never had been 
west of the Mississippi river here- 
tofore. His party was augmented 
here by W. Jett Lauck, an ecgno- 
mist, sent by the democratic na- 
tional committee to assist the can- 
didate.

He went av far as 
to declare that “all the legislation 
that had been passed to help the 
soldier he prepared and put through 
the senate.” He said that the 
Smith-Towner bill, which he regard- 
ed as his crowning achievement, 
would certainly be passed if he was 
returned to the senate. 

Towards the end he told his hear- 
ers to vote against Watson “be- 
cause he hates everybody that does 
anything and  belittles everybody 
entitled to credit.”

US. DEBT is GROWING: 


~NEW NOTES OFFERED 


Washingt8n, September 6.—Not- 
withstanding a continuing deficit 
in government financial operations, 
Secretary Houston, in announcing a 
new offering of certificates of in- 
debtedness tonight, declared the be- 
ginnthg of the new vear' would See 
a reduction in the nation’s gross 
public debt. 

The offering of certificates com- 
prises two issues and will total 
about $400,000,000. Both issues will 
be dated September 15, one matur- 
Ing in six months and bearing 5% 
per cent interest and the other ma- 


turing in one year and pearing 6 
per cent interest. 

The proceeds obtained from the 
sale of these two issues, Mr. Hous- 
ton said, will partially offset mat- 
turing certificates aggregating 
about $8060,000,000 which must be 
paid from funds received through 
the payment of income and profits 
taxes due September 15. 

Since the beginning of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, the treasury def- 
icit hag grown to $125,305,000, ac- 
cording to the statemént. This was 
attributed. largely to payments to 
the ralroads whose earnings were 
guaranteed under the transportation 
act for the six months’ period end- 
ing September 1. Mr. Houston said 
these payments have exceeded $130,- 
000,000 and further heavy payments 
could be expected throughout the 
remainder of the calendar year, 
September, he said, will witness 
payments to the railroads relatively 
heavier because of the balancing 
of accounts by many of the roads 
and their call for adjustment under 
the guarantee. 

The gross public debt amounted 
to $24,324,672,000 September 1._ This 
represented an increase of $25,350,- 
000 since July 1, Mr. Houston said. 
There was a corresponding increase 
in the floating debt which amounted 
to $2,571,201,000 September 1. Both 
of these amounts, Mr. Houston con- 
fidentiy expected, would be reduced 
through tax payments which occur 
before the end of the year. He ex- 
plained there would be a reduc- 
tion of $400,000,000 in the outstand- 
ing certificates before. October 19 
as a result of the operations incli- 
dent to the sale of the issues an- 
nounced tonight. . 

Mr. Houston made public reports 
which he said showed a wide dis- 
tribution of outstanding certificates 
and a consequent lessening of the 
burden on banks which had bought 
previous issues. Of the certificates 
now outstanding. which aggregate 
$2.571,000,000. only about $450,000,- 
000 was held by banks September 1, 
Mr. Houston said.

Miske backed away 
and covered up without showing 
signs of distress. Dempsey finished 
the session by feinting with a left 
to Miske’s wind and following with 
a right to the head. 

The second round

Dempsey rushed and Miske 
Slipped in for in a clinch, but the 
champion kept one arm free and 
evaded three short arm blows on 
the chin. Stepping fr®e, he swung 
with his left in a feint. and Miske 
recoiled bhefore the blow, which 
never landed. 


Miske came up strongin the third, 


and fighting desperately with his 
teeth gritted, he bored in with a 
rapid exchange, landing a right to 
the body, but his’ sneed proved his 
eventual undoing, for he failed to 
cover his weakest spot, the body. 
Dempsey matched speed for speed. 
and the round was still young when 
his swift traveling left found Miske’s 
stomach, and again the challenger 
went down. At the count of three 
he was on his knes, but Plainly suf- 
fering from the punishment, and he 
pants the count of nine before com- 
gx up. 


As Miske struggled to his feet, 
Dempsev stepped back, carefully 
measured his distance and bored up- 
ward with a right-hand swing that 
landed square on Miske’s chin. The 
challenger fell like a log, lying 
partly under the ropes, and with 
Dempsey standing over him. was 
counsed out in his own corner. 

At the cont ef ten. the victor lift-

Miske. sitting fn hie corner after 
being revived, made this statement: 

Dempsey isa better man: than I 
am. That fellow hits too hard. The 
punch that floored me in the second 
round all but caved in my ribs. I 
never was hit so hard in my Ife. 
The blow took all of the steam out 
of me. and I had not recovered from 
its effects when the third round 
opened. I think Dempsey is unbeat- 
able. There isn’t a heavyweight liv- 
ing that can stand un under his 
punches. I fought the best battle I 
could, but was whipped before I 
really got started.” 

Dempsey. after a bath at his camp 
just outside the arena, made this 
statement: 

“I told my friends I would. win. 
I never had any doubt of it. Miske 
is tough and I trained and fought 
with as much caution as I would 
fight any heavyweight. He did not 
hit me hard enough to seriously 
hurt. The punch that started him 
on his way wasa smash to the stom- 
ach in the second round.

Art for Technique’s Sake. 


(From Arts and Decoration.) 

We were in a Simpler age. Sar- 
gent with the acrobatic brush of a 
true virtuoso ruled the world’s 
painting. Liszt had stunned it mu- 
sically into the magst abashed of 
humble admirations. Victor Hugo 
was a king of literature because 
he commanded the grentest variety 
of words and of ways of mrshall- 
ing them. We weré more interested 
in mediums of expression than 
expression. “Art for Art’s sake” 
was a too often repeated and cer- 
tainly ambiguous slognn. Ambigu- 
ous because to say art for art's 
sake, as it was meant then, is real- 
ly to say art,for technique’s sake. 

Something Mike this has prevailed 
in all those industrial arts in which 
the hand of man has been, in the 
form of machinery, supplanted by 
the mind of man. For man instead 
of mastering his machine has been 
mastered by the machine, mastered 
by it with the help of the tremen- 
dous force of traditional opinion 
which insists that a work of art 
must be the work of the hand of 
man, must be touched - intimately 
by him. 

Thus wherever the machine has 
supplanted man’s fingers in those 
factories which produce objects of 
industrial art an attempt is made 
or has been made to imitate man’s 
fingers. And the characteristics 
or the virtues of the medium are 
hidden. 

Now there can be no reason why 
consciousness of material and of 
medium should stop short at the 
machine—why it should be asked 
of the machine that its products 
resemble those of the hand-working 
artisan nor why his designs, which 
belong to the traditions of his hand 
work, should be reproduced by the 
machine. 

They were not originally made 
for the machine, thev own little or 
nothing in common with it. Indeed 
it is time for man to fear his ma- 
chine less or, which may be truer. 
to approach his machine with less 
superstitious dread of overriding 
the traditions of art. If he must 
be true to all his other mediums of 
expression he must alSo be true to 
this one—this one which In every 
sense is the product of his own age, 
and, as it must become, the best 
medium for the expression of his 
every day experience, of his choice 
——though it be, artistically, subcon- 
scious—and of his philosophy.

Can it possibly be true that a 
American is too timid to give the! 


encouragement to his own art with- 
out which it can never attain its 
full growth or its full glory? 

For the present we are s6 In- 
timidated bv Europe-w opinion, so 
frightened in the face of it, that 
perhaps until Europe does begin to 
take some serious notice of our art 
we may continue to fail to do so 
ourselves.

They 
know dlso that there is ai lady 
named Mary Cassatt, and the names 
of a dozen lessér painters who have 
either lived or napitually exhibited 
in Europe ring in their ears with 
9 slight tinkle of familiarity. But 
Albert Ryder, John Twachtman, 
Thomas Fakins. Weir. Hassam, Da- 
vies, Glackens ahd a long list of 


other artists are practically un- 


known in Europe.

Field of Endeavor. 


4—The Institute of Medical Re- 
search, which hms lately been open- 
ed here, is one of the world’s unique 
institutions. The campaign which 
preceded its opening was the re- 
sult of the personal labors of the 
reat heart specialist, sir James 
Mackenzie, who, at the very zenith 
of his fame, left London to come 
here so that the dominating idea 
of his life might be made a reality 
capable of informing and enlight- 
ening the whole medica] world. 
There was something in this turn- 
ing point in Sir James’ career which 
is scarcely covered by the word 
“romantic.” No consultant of re- 
cent yrars enjoyed greater success 
than Sir James Mackenzie: no Brit- 
ish doctor’s name was more widely 
known or more highly esteemed in 
every country of the Old and New 
Worlds, when, with scarcely a warn- 
ing or intimation of his intention 
he came away north to this Scot- 


tish city.

Friends and patients 
amazed, but the 
number of doctors of all nationali- 
ties who are turnine their eves to- 
wards the work at St. Andrews fur- 
nishes now an exDlanation and a 
justification. There was a great 
work to be done in behalf of medi- 
cine. It was not being done. The 
need, which was ever present to 
his mind, drove Sir James to a re- 
tirement which is, perhaps, the 
busiest phase of his life. 

What is the need which Is being 
served here? 

The progress of medicine demands 
that we shall be able to recognize 
the verv earliest signs of disease. 


Unhappily, our present knowledge 
is almost exclusively concerned 
with the signs of disease already 
established and so, too often, be- 
yond the scope of cure. The very 


simplest signs of ill health—for 
example, pain, exhaustion, breath- 
léssness—are not understood. or at 
least they remain unrelated to pos- 
sible consequences, 

Yet each of these signs means 
something. If it were intensively 
studied, it might be possible to 
say that here, or there. was the be- 
ginning, the very first indication 
of a grave iliness still curmble or 
preventable. 

Let me give a concrete example 
One of the workers at St. Andrews 
has been investigating exhaustion 
as it occurs in ordinarv practice. 
He finds that this symptom is not 
at all the simple matter it was 
supposed to be, but. in reality, a 
verv complicrted affair.

Syracuse, N. Y., September, & — 
William G. McAdoo( former sécre- 
tary of the treasury, discussed la- 


bor, the league of nations and pro-7 


hibition in a Labor day address here 
today. 

Referring to the league of na- 
tions, the former secretary said: 

“Those who contend for the league 
don’t insist as to its form. _ They 
do insist that the great principle 
which gives ita vitality and force 
shall not be emasculted by subter- 
fuges put forward by a cabal in 
the senate, which was more inter- 
ested in promoting war because the 
men who control the republican 
party are more interested in pro- 
moting wars than, in promoting 
peace. We can destroy war if we 
can forget pnolitics and have the 
courage to do it.” 

‘Mr. McAdoo said his convictions 


‘regarding labor were confirmed by 


his experiences while railroad ad- 
ministrator. Some of them were: 

That the eight-hour day is a basic 
principle of our social and econom- 
ic-system; that labor organizations 
have a right to existence; that hteir 
suppression or oppression does vio- 
lence to modern thought and prog- 
ress: that the right ‘of collective 
bargaining “must be conceded to la- 
bor organizations; that: they have 
as much right to be antitled as 
their employers to be represented 
by agents of their own choice: that 
agreements made by labor organ- 
izations impose upon them just as 
Sacred obligations as they impose 
upon the employer; that wages 
should be sufficient to provide a 
living for each worker and his fam- 
ily and enable him to lay aside a 
fund for old age and emergency and 
that women should be paid at the 
Same rate as: men for similar em- 
ployment.
